"The Post Office in Illinois 
Politics of the 1850s." 


It represents the writing and re- 


search of a Sterling native, Don E. 
Fahrenbacher, now assistant pro- 
fessor of English at Coe college, 
Cedar Rapids, la. 


According to the writer, the po- 


litical manipulations of postmaster- 
ships began under the administra- 
tion of President Andrew Jackson, 
in 1829, but reached full flower in 
Illinois in the mid-century. And, 
the author adds, the pattern of 
patronage •continues until this day. 
* * * 


FAHRENBACHER p o i n t s out 


that the postmasterships didn't 
carry any great salaries but were 
hotly sought after because of the 
political influence and prestige 
they carried. 


As a matter of fact, only 28 post- 


masterships in the state carried a 
salary greater than $1,000 a year, 
but a pro-administration postmast- 
er could be counted .on to "carry 
the mail" for the party to which 
he owed allegiance. 


In fact, franked Washington 


pamphlets were- sent directly to 
the postmaster and he saw to It 
that they were distributed where 
they would have the greatest ef- 
fect. 


The author state* that a post- 


master of that day found himself 
in the admirable position to dis- 
courage the propaganda of the 
opposition party. 


He would handle the political 


documents of the opposition with 
"studied carelessness," the auth- 
or comments, and as a result 
they would be misdirected, de- 
layed or just plain lost.

papers. A postmaster was in effect 
a circulation manager for the peri-

odicals of his choice. He had such 
an influence over newspaper circu- 
lation that the Chicago Tribune, in 
1861. ^rote to Sen. Trumbull urg- 
ing that one of its editors be made 
postmaster in Chicago. 


Quoting the letter* written by 


the. Tribune: "We want the office 
not wholly for the, money there i» 
in it, but as a means of extend- 
ing and insuring our business 
and extending the influence of 
the Tribune."

IN THAT CONNECTION, a 


staunch party worshipper 
wrote 


the postmaster-general a letter 
praising the postmaster at Kanka- 
kee. He spoke not of the efficient 
way the mail was delivered, but 
of the fact that the circulation of 
the "Democratic papers has been 
increased more than 10-fold in the 
past 18 months, while at the same 
time the Republican papers have 
fallen off more than 100 per cent. 


"This change in a great meas- 


ure has been brought about by 
the enterprising perseverance of 
our P.M.," the letter writer con- 
cluded.

SI'KINGFIELD 
postmaster 


was once accused of cancelling 
subscriptions to people he did not 
like without the formality of con- 
sulting the subscribers.

POSTMASTERS of that day us- 


ually provided the furnishings for 
the office. Quite often, the author 
states, he confused the ownership 
of the property with the ownership 
of the office. 


Some of them went so far as to 


sell the job, lock, stock and barrel 
to a chosen successor, eliminating 
the piocess of congressional 
and 


presidential endorsements. 


THE AUTHOR declared that 


at Sterling, a strongly Republi- 
can territory, the Democratic 
postmaster in 1858 moved his 
office from the center of the 
town to the western edge and de- 
fled all .protests.

their pockets and hired a deputy 
postmaster to gel Ihe mull at the 
new pott office, nnd distribute It 
At Hie old.

Another Stalemate 
In Truce Talks Is 
Seen in Newest Move 


PANMUNJOM — <^)—The 


Communists today said no to 
the latest Allied plan for ex 
changing war prisoners- and 
neither side gave any indica- 
tion of yielding on that last 
major barrier to an armistice 
in Korea. 


Nearby, the Reds tore' down 


tents used for exchanging sick and 
wounded war prisoners, indicating 
they're through trading. The Unit- 
ed Nations center still stands. 


At today's truce meeting, the 


Reds called the Allied counterpro- 
posal to their eight-point May 7 
offer" "absolutely unacceptable." 


The chief Allied negotiator. Lt. 


Gen. William K. Harrison Jr., an- 
swered with charges that the Reds 
illegally 
took 
Allied 
prisoners 


across the Yalu River into Man- 
churia and used others for labor 
troops. 


He charged the Reds with reduc- 


ing warfare to a "new vicious- 
ness" by impressing some 50.000 
c a p t i v e s into the Communist 
armed forces. 


The Allied counter offer would 


free 34.000 North Korean prisoners 
who refused repatriation and, under 
certain conditions, would put 14,- 
500 Chinese in temporary custody 
of a- five-nation commission -made 
up of Sweden, Switzerland, India 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


If two months of Red "explana 


tions" failed to sway the Chinese 
the Allies would release them out- 
right. The Red plan would leave 
their fate to a high-level, post ar- 
mistice conference. 


North Korean Gen. Nam II called 


the Allied plan "unreasonable and 
absurd" and said it was simply 
a "disguise" to hold prisoners 
forcibly. 


The Allies have insisted that the 


Red plan would give the prisoners 
a choice of only forced repatria- 
tion or indefinite imprisonment.

Genuine Move by Reds 


WASHINGTON UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower said today 
he has no objection to a con- 
ference of top leaders of the 
major powers, but that he 
would like to see some evi- 
dence of good faith from the 
Soviet Union. 


And as yet, he declared, he ;has 


seen no evidence of good faith on 
the part of the Russians in their 
talk of wanting world peace. 


Eisenhower's news 
conference 


remarks were in reply to a re- 
quest for comment on Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill's speech 
earlier this week urging a high 
level conference without great de- 
lay. 


All Want Peace 


Eiserfhower also declared: 
"I have met no one in the United 


States who does not want peace." 


The president permitted direct 


quotation of that rema*k, made in 
reply to a request for comment 
on statements by Clement Attlee, 
former British prime minister. 


Attlee''said in the House of Com- 


mons Wednesday that Eisenhower 
administration's hands were tied 
in seeking peace in Korea by "ele- 
ments in the U.S.A. that do not 
want a settlement." * 


As for Churchill's call for a con- 


fere. nc« of .the leaders of the major 
parties, the president noted that 
the state department 
suggested 


Wednesday 
such 
a 
conference 


should await proof of the Soviet 
Union's sincerity in talking about 
peace. 


Eisenhower said the department'! 


statement was issued with his ap- 
proval. 


The President recently said h« 


was willing to accept Soviet peace 
overtures at face value. 


Show* Impatience 


His statement today that there 


has been no evidence of good faith 
on the part of the Russians seemed 
to indicate a bit of impatience. - 


The President said emphatically, 


however, that he was willing to 
take almost any kind of a chance 
to promote peace in the world. 


On other matters, Eisenhower: 
1. Announced he will make a 


nation-wide radio address 
next 


Tuesday evening on the security 
of the nation as related to the 
federal budget and taxes. The hour 
for the speech has not been set. 


2. Said he probably will make a 


nation-wide report to the nation by 
television a week or so later. He 
said he had in mind a review of 
what has taken place during his 
brief administration. 


3. Emphasized that his appoint- 


ment of a new military high com- 
mand in no way implies 
any 


criticism of the men who are being 
replaced on the joint chiefs of 
staffs. 
The President said Secre- 


tary of Defense Wilson felt he 
should have an entirely new team, 
and that he agreed with Wilson.

and House members by $10,000 a 
year.

damaged fruit. 


The first explosion listed, April 


6, occurred two dtyf brfor* Urn-

After 
an explosion May 1, half the apple 
crop in the area was frozen. Th« 
rest of the peach crop went two 
days after the May 8 explosion.

Danger in Cutting AF Budget Will 


Make Congress Squirm 


A lot of congressmen are likely to develop acute cases 


of split personality when they start examining next year's 
proposed military budget in detail. 


When President Eisenhower announced his intention to 


whack $5,244,000,000 from the $41,000,000,000 suggested for 
defense by former President Truman, some leading Repub 
lican lawmakers said they thought even more could be elimi 
nated. 


The urge to chop closer to the bone, however, will run 


smack into some facts that will make the legislators squirm 
with discomfort 
For the Eisenhower budget trimming call 


for some sharp reductions in Air Force spending. And the 
Air Force is, in the view of many congressmen, the critica 
element in our defenses. 


Under the president's plan, the Air Forcf target of 14J 


wings by 1955-56 \yould be slashed to around 120 wings. This 
could be a grave risk for several reasons. 


1. If such a reduction is made- the part of the Air Force 


most likely to suffer is the tactical arm, comprising the me 
dium and light aircraft which are highly useful in combatting 
the "little wars" begun by Soviet satellites under Moscow's 
inspiration. 


The danger here is that if we are deficient in such planes 


then we could meet new threats, perhaps in spots like Yugo- 
slavia or Iran- only by employing heavy strategic bombers 
Unless they carry A-bombs, their effectiveness is not great. 
But resort to such a weapon would bring us perilously near 
general war. 


2. The proposed cut in future air strength would also 


affect our strategic force. It is not built in a vacuum. It must 
be related carefully to the strength of Russia's air defenses. 
All that we know indicates the Soviet1 Union has markedly 
improved these. Consequently, the effectiveness of any given 
level of U. S. strategic air power is correspondingly reduced. 


To compensate for these improvements within Russia. 


we can only provide more or better strategic bombers, not. 
fewer. It will not mean much to have the atomic and the hy- 
drogen bombs if we cannot deliver them against the princi- 
pal targets. 


3. Our own defenses against a Russian A-bomb attack 


are acknowledged to be sadly inadequate. As a rule of thumb, 
Air Force specialists say 70 per cent of any attacking force 
would get safely past our protective barriers. We need more 
fighters and vastly better raid warning systems. 


Who has any right to feel secure when he knows 70 of 


100 planes carrying enemy A-bombs could reach their Ameri- 
can targets without serious interference?. 


It is problems like these that can send congressmen who 


want to cut the budget trooping off to the psychiatrist's 
couch. .

Gal Shows Talent at Mixed Match 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


I can explain the bidding of 


South in today's hand merely by 
pointing out that it took place in 
a mixed pair tournament. In such 
an event the male half of the part 
nership usually tries to play as 
many hands as possible, particu- 
larly in no-trump. 


Mind you, I dorTt say that these 


tactics are justified, since some- 
times the woman is a better player 
than the man. I am merely report- 
Ing what takes place In most mix 
ed pair events. 


Most experts would bid a spade 


with the South hand instead of one 
no-trump. Most experts, likewise, 
. would raise spades if they failed 


to bid the suit the first time. The 
experts would be right, ordinarily, 
but this time South wanted to play 
the hand and he had his wish. 


West opened the six of clubs and 


South began to feel sorry that he 
had insisted on a no-trump con- 
tract. At spades, the probable loss 
would be one trump, one diamond 
and one club. At no-trump, ap- 
parently, he was headed for a de- 
feat. 


South shrewdly "played the jack 


of clubs from dummy at the first 
trick. The idea was to tempt East 
into covering with the queen of 
clubs (assuming that he held that 
card). East fell for this little nise 
by putting up the queen of clubs, 
and South won with the king of 
clubs. Dummy's tenspot now fur- 
nished a second stopper. 


East should have played a low 


club at the first trick. Dummy's 
jack would hold the trick, but then 
West could wm the second club 
trick with the ace, capturing the 
king. East's queen would then be 
good for the third club, and declar- 
er would thus win only one club 
trick. 


After winning the first 
trick 


with the king of clubs, South laid 
down the ace of spades hopefully. 
West dropped the king, to declar- 
er's delight, and South paused for 
reflection. The contract was now

victims of migrain frequently have 
some peculiar feelings before the 
headacnes begin. 


Sometimes they report 
seeing 


visions of animals, become acutely 
depressed, excessively hungry, or 
experience some similar 
change 


from normal which they come to 
recognize as foreshadowing an at- 
tack of migraine. 


Another common 
characteristic 


of migraine headaches is difficulty 
with vision — usually blurring or 
spots — coming on about the same 
time as the headache. The head- 
avhe itself is- likely to start grad- 
ually, but become worse and worse 
and spread more widely. In many, 
if not most cases, the headache' 
is on one side and those who have 
severe 
attacks 
may 
be 
reallv 


knocked out for a day or two. 


A great many drugs and other 


treatments have been suggested 
for migraine. 
Some of them are 


helpful, particularly if started at 
the time of warning or the be- 
ginning: of the attack. 
However, 


one of the best articles on this 
subject which I have seen recently 
says: 


"Nothing out of the bottle will 


offer more 
than passing relief. 


Cure must be brought about by 
the patient himself, guided by hia 
doctor." 


The first recommendation made 


in the article is that the day's work 
should be reduced. 
Enough time 


should be allowed for rest. 
The 


person at 50 should not work as at 
•20. 


Tho second suggestion is to avoid 


needless and useless worry. Worry 
is a waste of time. Most people 
realize this, but often they do not 
undei stand how much they can 
do for themselves by training them- 
selves out of such a habit. 
ACHIEVE .MOKK HARMONY 


The third suggestion is to change 


some of your standards. 
If the 


standards are not adding to enjoy- 
ment and satisfaction in life, the 
attitude towards one's own high 
.standards 
should 
be 
somewhat 


modified so that one does not re- 
sent or become anxious about situ- 
ations, particularly those caused by 
others. 


The final point made in this 


aiticle was to develop fuller tol- 
erance of other people. This is 
closely tied to the second and third 
points, and perhaps they are all 
part of developing a philosophy,to- 
wards life which will make one's 
own daily affairs as much in har- 
mony with what goes on outside as 
it is possible to do. 


As a matter of fact, the same 


points made for migraine head- 
ache would not be a bad idea ^for 
eveiyone 
to 
consider, including 


those who feel themselves perfect- 
ly normal.

while Attlee made "one of the 
most insulting speeches ever made 
in the legislative body of a recipi- 
ent nation against an ally which 
has been pouring out her economic 
life blood for practically every 
other nation on earth." 


In a speech prepared for Senate 


delivery, McCarthy declared: 


"The American people are en- 


titled to ah apology for this cheap, 
uncalled for, fantastic attack upon 
the President and people o{ the 
United States." 


Cites 1'nints 


One by one McCarthy took up 


Attlee's reported declarations that 


"there are elements in the United 
States that do not want a truce in 
Korea"; that the presence of Ei- 
senhower or any American might 
"hinder" direct peace talks with 
the Russians: that "the American 
(Jonstiution was iramed for an 
isolationist state." and that "the 
Americans do not wish to have 
anything to do with Europe." 


McCarthy's prepared text con- 


tained no mention of Attlee's state- 
ment that "one wonders" whether 
Eisenhower or McCarthy wields 
the greater power in U.^S. foreign 
policy. 


"What shocked me," McCarthy 


said, "was that no member of the 
majority party arose to contest 
what he had said." 


"I shall distribute to whatever 


senators who desire it," McCarthy 
said, "a copy of a picture of Attlee 
reviewing Communist troops in 
Spain in 1937 with Communist Gen. 
Miaja and Commissar Anton, a 
leader of the Communist party in 


Spain, all three giving the Commu- 
nist clenchcd-fist salute. 


Act Of Courtly? 


"But lest, someone think Attlee's 


Communist salute was merely an 
act of courtesy on his part, I have 
here a letter in Attlee's own hand- 
writing. . . . He first praises in 
glowing terms the Communist bri- 
gade and extolls its devotion to 
the 'cause of freedom and Asocial 
justice.' 


"And listen to this closing para- 


graph: 'I shall try to tell our com- 
rades at home of what I have 
seen.' . . . 
" 'Comrade' is • a 
Communist 


term meaning fellow Communist." 


McCarthy went on: 
"Perhaps Mr. Attlee forgets that 


the U. S. has suffered 130,000 
casualties 
in Korea, while the 


British figure is roughly 3.700. 


"In connection with his state- 


ment that there are elements in 
the U. S. who do not want a truce 
in Korea, Comade Attlee knows 


full well that this nation which has 
contributed so much in agpny 
blood and tears . . . does wan 
peace in Korea and peace through 
out the world, but peace with 
honor—peace without surrender.

WASHINGTON Wi— Of all the 


'members of President Eisenhow- 
er's cabinet. Secretary of Labor 
Durkin—life-long 
Democrat 
and 


former head of the AFL> Plumber's 
union—has probably had the least 
to say. 


Since taking office in January, 


Durkin has made a few public 
talks and has held one news con- 
ference. Reporters seldom get to 
see him. When they do, they re- 
port, he has practically nothing to 
say. 


Before he became 
secretary, 


Durkin, as an AFL. leader favored 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley labor 
act. During the 1952~ presidential 


campaign Eisenhower suggested 
the act should be changed but not 
repealed. 


Backs Changes 


When he became secretary, Dur- 


kin said he thought changes in T-H 
would be sufficient. 


Amending T-H is the No. 1 labor 


relations problem facing the Eisen- 
hower administration. The house 
and senate labor committees have 
held weeks of public hearings to 
listen to suggestions. 


Those hearings are over but 


neither Durkin nor any other rep- 
resentative of the administration 
appeared to offer ideas. 


Durkin had an embarrassing be- 


ginning as secretary. When Sen.

eliminate some aged patients from over-crowded mental hospitals, he 
indicated Tuesday to the Illinois senate appropriations committee. 


Dr. Otto Bettag, the director, 


said that 5,000 senile patients may 
be discharged and returned to the 
care of their relatives. 


The committee approved by a 17 


to 1 vote the Republican state ad- 
ministration's $116,820,900 outlay 
for the department for the two 
years starting July 1.

Bettag testified he had "fought 


vigorously" for a 136 million dol- 
lar appropriation to operate the 
department "at 
desirable, high 


level standards." The amount was 


cut by about 20 millions by the 
budgetary commission.

ity leader from Chicago, said the 
appropriation was too little "and

economy."

Lynch asked Bettag if state men-

PEORIA OP — School may have 


no frills in Peoria next term. 


The Peoria board of education, 


caught in a squeeze between a 
limited tax ceiling and rising costs, 
voted to slash $225,000 worth of 
school services from the 1953-54 
program which start* in Septem- 
ber. 


The drastic cuts resulted in a 


protest parade by some 50 school 
pupils, led by a band, who waved 
placards bearing such admonish- 
ments as "Don't take our kinder- 
garten away," and "Don't set 
Peoria back 30 years." ' 


The economy plan would abolish 


kindergarten in the city's schools. 
Other curtailments adopted by the 
ao'ard include: abandonment of in- 
strumental music instruction in all 
schools: dropping of vocal music 
instruction in elementary schools; 
droping of cataloguers from the 
school libraries, elimination of den- 
tal and vision checkups, curtail- 
ment of athletic coaching funds, 
cancellation of vocational and driv- 
er education and elimination of 
school papers and yearbooks. 


Some 4.000 Peoria residents have 


signed petitions protesting the eco- 
nomy cuts.

"Stick it just a little 
while longer." 


Few who have not seen the 


the strain of alwayn living in the 
public eye. When you or I marry 
we make our arrangements in pri- 
vate, marry among our friends and 
relatives, and honeymoon -quietly 
in the place of our choice. But for 
Royalty things are never so sim- 
ple. 
* Princess Elizabeth's engagement 
period was an exhausting time for 
her. There were so many things 
to attend to that she simply had to 
break off sometimes. 


Even before the 
engagement, 


when nothing had been decided, 
the Princess had many uncom- 
fortable moments in public when 
she overheard remarks about a 
possible "love match." 


But at last everything was de- 


cided. The arrangements for the 
wedding brought great activity to 
the palace and these too were 
things of public interest. 


Even while on their honeymoon 


Princess 
Elizabeth and Prince 


Philip were pestered by photog- 
raphers and curious tourists who 
made special journeys to try to 
catch a glimpse of them. 


It was not until they at last got 


up to Birkhall. a house belonging 
to the King near Balmoral, that 
they were able to be really alone. 


The native courtesy of the Scots 


countryfolk showed itself in their 
tact. They left the Royal couple 
entirely to themselves. 


It was winter, and 'snow was on 


the ground. Princess Elizabeth 
wrote me a charming letter. The 
countryside was lovely, she said, 
far mor« beautiful than it had 
been when we were up there at 
about the same time of year at the 
beginning of the war. .They had a 
new puppy, Rummy, with them, 
who was enjoying himself romping 
about in the snow. 


It must have been a happy time 


for them, left completely alone to- 
gether for the first time in their 
lives. 
• But that particular kind of "be- 
ing alone" happiness could not last 
long; soon they were back in the 
center of things, doing, their great 
work in the world. 


It has become much easier for 


me to see the Princess as a person 
since I left the palace and began 
my married life in the first home 
of my own I have ever had. 


What matters most to all of us 


now is the character of the woman 
who, 
by the grace of God, now 


guides the destiny of many lands. 


How often we see her smiling! 


Her smile is as much part of her 
as her lovely complexion and the 
features that startlingly recall to 
most people the pictures of the 
great Queen Victoria when she 
was young. 


I see other resemblances as well. 


She is very like her aunt, Lady 


(Rose Granville, who had a horn* 
at Dunfermline, not far from my 
mother's house. 


Later, Lady Rose and her hus- 


band moved to London and took 
a pleasant, narrow house at 100 
Park street, where 1 used to go 
when I felt the need of peace and 
quiet. 


Lady Rose was understanding. 


She knew how greatly I missed 
my Scottish hills, and how I liked 
sometimes to be alone. 


She gave me a latchkey to the 


house. "Use the place whenever 
you wish," she said in her charm- 
ing, soft voice, so like the Queen's. 
"It may not bring you the heather, 
but at least you will- be quiet 
here." 


Lady Rose is one of the most 


beautiful women I have ever seen. 
Even in middle age her skin is 
perfect. The artist Laszlo has cap- 
tured it in a portait which hung 
over the drawing room fireplace of 
the London house. 


I knew that picture long ago 


when Queen Elizabeth was a child. 
Even then how like she was to her 
aunt! And as the child grew up she 
resembled 
more and more the 


lovely woman of the picture, with 
gracious, curving neck and shining, 
candle-clear 
complexion—an 
al- 


most ethereal skin, through which 
the warmth of health seems to 
shine.

Of every 1,000 persons in the 


United States, there were 15 work- 
ing as civilian employes of the 
federal government and 29 as state 
and local employes in October, 
1952. 
These included part time 


workers. The Census Bureau did 
not have figures for federal em- 
ployment on a full time basis. But 
it said that state and local employ- 
ment on a full time basis equaled 
26 persons per 1,000 population. 
This differed considerably from 
state to state. In Kentucky there 
were 19 state and local govern- 
ment employes on a full time 
basis per 1,000 of population while 
there were 35 per 1,000 in Nevada.

WELLFLEET. Mass., UP) — The 


first thoughts of a summer visitor 
at Wellfleet, on Cape Cod, when he 
hears the First Congregational 
Church clock strike this year may 
be that the clock is out of order. 


At 2 p.m., for instance, the clock 


strikes four. 
Which is just what 


the townsfolk of Wellfleet want it 
to strike at that hour. 


For the people of Wellfleet voted 


to install a clock which would 
strike ship's time. Using ship's 
time, the Wellfleet clock divides 
the day into six-four-hour watches 
and the bell, sounding at half-hour 
intervals, shows the progress of 
each watch. Thus, it will strike one 
at 12:30 a.m., at 4:30 a.m., at 8:30 
a.m., 12:30 p.m., etc: A half hour 
after these times, two strokes are 
sounded. Finally, the sounding of 
eight bells indicates that it is 
either 4 a.m., 8 a.m., 12 noon, 4 
p.m., 8 p.m.. or midnight.

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60-Day 'Cooling Off Period 
In Divorces Okayed by Senate 


SPK1NGKIELD, 111. W»-A 60-day 


"cooling off" period in divorce 
cases involving children was unan- 
imously approved Wednesday by 
the Illinois senate. The bill moved 
to the house. 


The legislation is aimed at re- 


tarding the breakup of families 
and thereby reducing juvenile de- 
linquency. 


Under the bill, a person would 


have to serve formal notice two 


months in advance of filing an 
action for divorce, annulment or 
separate maintenance affecting the 
custody, support or welfare of 
minor children. 


During the waiting period, the 


judge could call in the prospective 
litigants, with their consent, fot 
conferences looking toward adjust- 
ment of differences.

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A Statement by Robert B. Dresser -An 


Explanation of the Proposals to Limit 
by Constitutional Amendment the 
Taxing Power of Congress. 


There recently appeared in the newspapers of the country a widely published 


article headed "25% Tax Limit Move Viewed as Failing—Survey Shows 25 States 
Oppose Ceiling on U. S. Levies, While 12 Back It—Eleven Have Yet to Act." 


This article, like others that have appeared from time to time, shows an unfor- 


tunate lack of understanding of the movement, or more accurately movements, to 
limit the taxing power of Congress and their present status. 


Causes 


Let us consider the causes that have 


led to these movements. 


The legitimate function of taxation is to 


raise revenue, not to change or destroy a 
system of society. 
Marx Prepared the Way 


One hundred years ago Karl Marx pub- 


lished his Communist Manifesto attacking 
the capitalistic system with its right of 
private property. Among the ten planks 
in his platform were the following: 


1. "A heavy progressive or graduated 


income tax." 


2. "Abolition of all right of inheri- 


tance." 


By these means Marx knew that he 


could dry up the sources of private capital 
which are essential to the continued ex- 
istence of the capitalistic system, and 
thereby destroy it and substitute Commu- 
nism in its place. 


For the past two decades the federal 


government has been following the course 
prescribed by Marx by imposing a "heavy 
progressive or graduated income tax," and 
•while not abolishing the right of inheri- 
tance, the federal government has been in- 
creasing the rates of the death taxes until 
the top rate is now 11%. 


The progression in income tax rates 


from the beginning rate of 22.2% to 92% 
is progression of a most extreme charac- 
ter. It not only confiscates the larger in- 
comes, but it bears most heavily on the 
middle incomes, the group at which Marx 
particularly aimed in his advocacy of 
heavy, graduated income taxes. 


As Dr. Harley Lutz, formerly Profes- 


sor of Public Finance at Princeton Uni- 
versity, has stated in one of his publica- 
tions, the present "income tax rate scales" 
constitute "an ideal application of the 
Marxian doctrine of crushing the middle 
Class_the 'bourgeoisie.', Marx realized 
that this group would offer the most for- 
midable resistance to his Communist revo- 
lution. They are too numerous to be liqui- 
dated outright, 
though not numerous 


enough to protect themselves by political 
action. 
The simplest and most effective 


procedure is to destroy them by excessive 
taxation." 
Must Bring Socialism 


* 
Reason and the experience of other na- 


tions, and most recently that of England, 
demonstrate beyond all question that un- 
less our policy of taxation is changed the 
system of society under which this coun- 
try has prospered and grown great will 
come to an end and some form of social- 
ism or Communism will supplant it. 


No citizen who values his liberty can 


view the present situation with anything 
but alarm. Our present tax laws must be 
changed so as to eliminate the heavy pro- 
gression in income tax rates and the con- 
fiscatory death taxes. That is precisely 
what the proposals under consideration 
are designed to do. 


The purpose is not to nntax the 
rich, as is so often charged, but to 
preserve the liberty of the Ameri- 
can people and their constitutional 
form of government. 


This is just as important to those with 


small incomes as it is to those with me- 
dium-sized and large incomes. It is this 
system that has made possible the high 
wages and the high scale of living for the 
'people of this country. 


Moreover, these proposals, if adopted, 


would restore to the states the power to be 
financially independent and to free them- 
selves from federal domination. Instead 
of permitting the federal government to 
"hog" the revenue and hand back part of 
it to the states on conditions, the states 
could and should raise and spend the reve- 
nue themselves. 


In limiting the power of Congress to 


tax, however, care must be taken not to 
impair its power to raise the revenue 
needed to run the government and bal- 
ance the budget. The problem, therefore, 
is to find an amendment which will de- 
prive Congress of the power to continue 
the Marxian system of taxation and at the 
same time not impair its power to raise 
needed revenue. 
Two Separate Movements 
Now in Progress 


There are in progress at the present 


time two distinct movements to secure 
the adoption of such a tax limitation 
amendment. One is through action by 
the state legislatures requesting Congress 
to call a convention to propose the amend- 
ment. The other is through action by 
Congress directly proposing an amend- 
ment for ratification by the States. These 
are the two methods of amendment pro- 
vided by Article V of the Constitution. The 
amendments proposed in the two move- 
ments 'are quite different, a fact that is 
generally overlooked. 


Most of the published articles deal only 


with the first movement. This is true of 


which, as I shall later point out, deals with 
the subject quite inaccurately. 
Amendment Sought by 
the States 


In general the amendment sought by 


the state legislatures limits the power of 
Congress to impose income, death and gift 
taxes to a maximum rate of 25%, with 
power, however, by a three-fourths vote 
of each House to suspend the limitation 
completely during a major war. Under this 
form of amendment the top rate is rigidly 
limited to 25%, except in case of a major 
war. No other "emergency" can be used 
as a ground for suspending the limitation. 
The numerous so-called "emergencies" 
during the past twenty years were a clear 
warning that such a power would render 
the amendment valueless. 


However, there might be an "emer- 


gency" other than war that would make 
it desirable to exceed the 25 % rate. 
First Reed-Dirksen Amendment 


Accordingly, in September, 1951. Con- 


gressman Chauncey W. Reed, of Illinois, 
in order to provide for the possible occur- 
rence of such an "emergency,'.' introduced 
a resolution proposing an amendment 
which differed from the amendment pro- 
posed by the states in several important 
respects. It limited the power of Con- 
gress to impose income taxes in peacetime 
to a maximum rate of 25%, but gave Con- 
gress the power by a vote of three-fourths 
of all the members of each House to fix 
a rate in excess of 25 %, but not in excess 
of 40%, by annual actions, a power which 
could be exercised absolutely in either 
peace-time or wartime. It also, as in the 
case of the state amendment, gave Con- 
gress the power by annual actions and by 
a three-fourths vote to suspend the limita- 
tion as to income taxes completely during 
any major war. 


Mr. Reed's amendment also deprived 


Congress completely of the power to im- 
pose death and gift taxes at any time and 
left that means of taxation exclusively to 
the states. 


The following month, on October 31, 


1951. Senator Dirksen, of Illinois, intro- 
duced an identical resolution in the Sen- 
ate. 


It will be observed that this amendment, 


the Reed-Dirksen Amendment of 1951, is 
less rigid than the earlier amendment 
sought by the states by reason of the pow- 
er given Congress even in peacetime to 
raise the rate to 40%. Despite this fact, 
objection was made to the amendment in 
certain quarters on the ground that it 
would impair the government's power to 
raise needed revenue and lead to deficit 
financing and an impairment of the gov- 
ernment's credit, an objection that was 
without merit. 
Second Reed-Dirksen Amendment 


Nevertheless, Congressman Reed and 


Senator Dirksen decided to modify their 
original proposal so as to dispose of this 
objection, unsound though it was. and in 
January of this year introduced identical 
resolutions for this purpose in the House 
and Senate. 


The new amendment contains the same 


25% limitation as the basic maximum 
rate, with power, however, as in the case 
of their original proposal to exceed that 
rate on a three-fourths vote of each House 
of Congress taken annually. The new pro- 
posal, "however, differs from the old in 
that it contains no top rate limitation 
where the necessary three-fourths vote of 
Congress is obtained to exceed the 25% 
rate. 
Instead the new proposal merely 


provides that where the 25% rate is ex- 
ceeded the difference between the lowest 
rate and the highest rate shall not exceed 
15 percentage points. For example, if the 
lowest rate were 15%, the highest rate 
could not exceed 30%. 
So long as this 


condition is observed, there is no limita- 
tion whatsoever on the rate of tax Con- 
gress may impose. 


Where the top rate does not exceed 25%, 


there is no limit on the degree of progres- 
sion. The beginning rate could, for ex- 
ample, be 1%, and the top rate 25%. 


Consequently, there is no legal limita- 


tion whatsoever under this proposal on 
the amount of revenue that Congress may 
raise from the income tax. Hence, there 
is no longer any necessity under the re- 
vised proposal to have an escape clause in 
case of war. Neither in war nor in peace 
is there any legal limitation whatsoever on 
the maximum rate that Congress may im- 
pose. 


It will thus be seen that the rigidity to 


which objection was made in the case of 
the first proposal arising from the employ- 
ment of a fixed top rate completely dis- 
appears in the new proposal. 
The re- 


quirement that any amendment adopted 
shall not impair the power of Congress to 
raise revenue is, therefore, fully met by 
this proposal.

The Reed-Dirksen 'Amendment now has final en- 


dorsement of the American Bar Association, which will 
mobilize support through its 50,000 membership in all 
•tates and Congressional districts. Many other major, 
nationwide organizations have given endorsement to tax 
limitation, among them, the National Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Legion, American Medical As- 
sociation, Committee for Constitutional Government, 
Western Tax Council, National Association of Manufac- 
turers, U. S. Chamber of Commerce.

the new proposal provides adequate protection against the imposi- 
tion of confiscatory rates. The answer to this, in the case of the 
individual income tax, lies in the fact that under the new proposal it 
becomes of interest to every individual taxpayer to have the tax 
rates, not only of himself but of all other taxpayers, reduced to the 
lowest level consistent with the raising of needed revenue. 


For example, the taxpayers in the lowest bracket, which at pres- 


ent carries a rate of 22.2%, will know that they cannot get their tax 
rate reduced unless the taxpayers in the top bracket have their rates 
reduced below 37.2%. which is 15 percentage points above the first- 
bracket rate of 22.2%. And those in the top bracket will be inter- 
ested in getting the lowest bracket rate reduced in order that their 
own rate may be correspondingly reduced. Those in the intermedi- 
ate brackets will likewise be pulling in the same direction. The mid- 
dle-higher income groups will have a continuing interest in maintain- 
ing a first-bracket rate no higher than 10%, and the lower income 
groups will have a similar interest in not exceeding the top rate of 
25%. The goal of all individual taxpayers will, therefore, be a begin- 
ning rate of not exceeding 10% as compared with the present rate of 
22.2%. and a too rate of not exceeding 25% as compared with the 
present rate of 92%. 


It is the united self-interest of the taxpayers, rather than a rigid 


top rate limitation, that is relied on in the new proposal to keep the 
rates within reasonable bounds. 


The expectation that these rates may be established within a 


reasonable time is by no means unrealistic. Starting with the as- 
sumption that the national income continues at its present level, a 
federal budget of $46 billion with a sound and reasonable tax struc- 
ture would permit a beginning rate of 10% and a top rate of 25%. 
As short a time ago as the fiscal year 1951 the expenditures of the 
federal government were $44 \A billion, while in 1949 and 1950 they 
were $40 billion. That they wll ultimately be much lower than this 
is certainly to be expected. 


Accordingly, a beginning rate of much less than 10% should 


eventually be possible. 
Refuting Claim Burden Shifts From Rich to Poor 


Enemies of the proposed amendment are falsely asserting that 


it will shift the burden of taxation from the rich to the poor. This 
assertion ignores the basic facts. 


According to a report made by former Secretary of the Treas- 


ury Snyder to the Ways and Mean'Committee on February 5. 1951, 
there were 66.000,000 individual income taxpayers, 57,000,000 of 
whom had taxable incomes, after all deductions and personal ex- 
emptions and credits for dependents, of not more than $2000, and, 
therefore, were in the first bracket only. 


From this same report it appears that the bulk of the revenue 


from the individual income tax comes not from the taxpayers with 
the higher incomes, but from the taxpayers in the lower brackets, 
for that is where the income is. 70% of the taxable income of indi- 
viduals is in the first bracket, which includes incomes of $2000 and 
under, and 85^ of the revenue from the individual income tax is pro- 
duced by the first bracket rate of 22.2%, when applied to the entire 
amount of taxable income in all brackets. 


Furthermore, the revenue now produced by the rates in excess 


of 37.2%, which is 15 percentage points above the present beginning 
rate of 22.2%, is less than $1% billion. To indicate how minor this 
amount is in a revenue budget of $68 billion, a tax of 4% on the in- 
come of corporations would produce more than this amount. At the 
present rate of spending, this would pay the expenses of the federal 
government for about nine days. 


Moreover, there can be no doubt that the lower rate would in 


due course produce greater revenue than the higher rate because 
of the increased incentive to the taxpayers receiving the income, 
and the larger amount of income left in their hands that would 
be'available for investment in productive enterprise. This would re- 
sult in an increase in total income, which is the base .on which the 
rate is imposed. 


In short then, the notion that the federal government can fi- 


nance is operations by "soaking the rich" is utterly false. If the 
government is to spend money at anything like the present rate, 
it must get the bulk of its individual income tax revenue from the

Second Reed-Dirksen Amendment 
Protects Corporations 


While the protection is less than in the 


case of individuals, substantial protection 
against confiscatory rates is afforded cor- 
porations by the new proposal. There can 
be little doubt, however, that budget re- 
quirements will make it necessary to keep 
corporation rates at comparatively high 
levels for some time to come. 
Second Reed-Dirksen Amendment 
Strikes at Heart of Marx System 


What the new proposal does is to strike 


at the heart of the taxation system of 
Karl Marx, which requires the imposition 
of a heavy progressive or graduated in- 
come tax. The graduation is reduced, at 
least nominally, to a maximum of 15 per- 
centage points. However, the real degree 
of graduation is much greater, owing to 
the personal exemptions and credits for 
dependents which have become a well es- 
tablished feature of our tax laws. For ex- 
ample, under the present law a person 
with $2400 of such credits and a net in- 
come of $4000 before deducting the credits 
would have his tax cut by the credits from 
$936 to $355.20, thus making the actual 
effective rate of tax on his $4000 income 
about 9% instead of 23.4%. As incomes 
increase, the effect of these credits on the 
rates diminishes, thus increasing marked- 
ly the real degree of graduation in rates 
between the smaller and larger incomes. 
It can readily be seen that credits of $2400 
would have but little effect on the rate of 
tax on a $100.000 income. 


As I see it, the second Reed-Dirksen 


Amendment answers all the critics of the 
original amendment, unsound though their 
objections are, except those who insist 
upon a heavy progression in rates for the 
primary purpose of penalizing the recipi- 
ents of the 
middle and higher in- 


comes, despite the relatively inconsequen- 
tial amount of revenue involved and the 
exceedingly harmful economic effects of 
such taxation. 
It is difficult to explain 


any opposition to the revised amendment 
except on the ground that it is actuated by 
an adherence to the taxation philosophy 
of Karl Marx. 
Drath and Gift Taxes 


Both the first and the second Reed- 


Dirksen amendments deprive Congress of 
the power to impose death and gift taxes 
at any time, and leave this means of rais- 
ing revenue exclusively to the states, thus 
ending an undesirable duplication of taxes. 
These taxes constitute but a trivial part of 
the federal budget—about 1% at the pres- 
ent time—which is only enough to pay the 
expenses of the government for about 
three days. 
Redistribution of Wealth Fallacy 


It is frequently asserted that 90% of the 


wealth in this country is owned by a small 
group of rich people. This assertion is ut- 
terly false. The supposed truth of it, how- 
ever, is used as an argument for effecting 
a redistribution of wealth through taxa- 
tion. 


According to a study by Dr. Willford 


I. King, on July 1, 1936, there were about 
9,000 families in the United States hav- 
ing wealth of $1 million or over, and their 
wealth in the aggregate amounted to ap- 
proximately $22 billion. This was slightly 
less than 7% of the total value of private 
property in the country at that time, 
which Dr. King estimated at about $321 
billion. 


Moreover, the results of the redistribu- 


tion of existing wealth would, I think, be 
most disappointing and disillusioning to 
many of those who advocate it. 


Using the figures in Secretary of the 


Treasury Snyder's report to the House 
Ways and Means Committee on February 
5, 1951. if the total taxable income before 
taxes in the income tax brackets over 
$10.000. which was received by 758,800 in- 
dividuals, were divided equally among the 
155 million people in the country, each 
person would receive about $50. 


If the total taxable income before (axes 


in the brackets over $6000 were so distrib 
uted, each person would get $80. 


If the tot"l taxable income before taxes 


in the brackets ove* $20.000 were so dis 
tributed, each person would get $25. 


The lesson to be learned from this is 


that what is needed is not a redistribution 
of existing wealth, but the production of 
more wealth. This can be accomplished 
only by providing a proper incentive for 
people to work, save and invest in produc- 
tive enterprise. 
It is the incentive fur- 


nished by the right to acquire and own 


property and to dispose of it during life 
and at death, and the right to make and 
keep a reasonable profit for one's labor 
and the use of his property that makes 
possible 
the 
increased 
production of 


wealth and the resulting improvement in 
the general scale of living. It is this incen- 
tive which is the mainspring of the capi- 
talistic or private enterprise system, with- 
out which it will not work. The removal, 
or partial removal, of this incentive by ex- 
cessive income and death taxes leads to 
the production of less wealth and defeats 
the objective of improving the lot of the 
average citizen. 
Press Article Deals Only 
With State Movement 


As I have previously pointed out, the 


newspaper article above referred to deals 
only with the movement in the state legis- 
latures to compel Congress to call a con- 
vention to propose a tax limitation amend- 
ment. If 32 states, two-thirds of the total, 
seasonably request such action, Congress 
is required by the Constitution1 to call a 
convention. It is a very different amend- 
ment from either the first or the second 
Reed-Dirksen Amendment, and is by all 
odds the least flexible of the three. 


The statement in the newspaper article 


that only 12 of the states are for the plan 
as against 25 opposed, is at complete va- 
riance with the facts. Those most active 
in this movement claim that 28 states 
have adopted the resolution requesting 
Congress to call a convention. Barring a 
possible technical flaw in the proceedings 
of one of these states, there is good reason 
to believe that this number of states have 
taken favorable action. 


The point made in the newspaper article 


that in two of the states their approval 
"was cancelled by gubernatorial vetoes," 
is wholly without merit, since the Execu- 
tive Branch of a state'government has no 
authority whatsoever to act in the matter 
of an amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion. Likewise, there is grave doubt as to 
whether a state which has once given its 
approval can later rescind such action. 


Furthermore, 
President 
Eisenhower's 


statement during the campaign, referred 
to in the article, dealt with the amendment 
advocated by the states, and had no appli- 
cation \vhatsoever to the amendment be- 
ing advocated by Representative Reed and 
Senator Dirksen. 
Chance of Success Real 


It is unfortunate that such a misleading 


picture should be painted about the tax 
limitation movement. The fact is that 
there has never been a time since the 
movement started when the chances of 
success seemed as favorable as they do to- 
day. During the past year a number of 
additional organizations have gone on rec- 
ord in favor of a tax limitation amend- 
ment, and some of them, including the 
American Bar Association, have expressly 
endorsed the present Reed-Dirksen amend- 
ment. 


And of great importance, the amend- 


ment now proposed in Congress is spon- 
sored by two of its leading members- 
Representative Chauncey W. Reed of Illi- 
nois, the chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, to which the amendment has 
been referred, and Senator Everett Dirk- 
sen of Illinois. 


So, regardless of the outcome of 


the movement in the states, there is 
good reason to expect that Congress 
itself will pass a tax limitation amend- 
ment and submit it to the states for 
ratification in the usual way. 
It should be observed that most of our 


state legislatures meet biennially in the 
odd years, so that it is most unlikely that 
ratification of the proposed amendment by 
the states could occur before 1955, in 
which event the amendment would become 
effective December 31,1955. 


Summary 


By way of summary, therefore, the 


movement for tax limitation has gone 
through several stages, in each of which 
the limitation on income tax rates has 
become less rigid and more flexible. The 
first proposal (which is the State pro- 
posal) permitted the 25% rate to be ex- 
ceeded only in time of a maior war; the 
next proposal (the first Reed-Dirksen 
Amendment) added to this the right in 
peacetime to go to 40%: and the third and 
last proposal (the second Reed-Dirksen 
Amendment) places no limitation either in 
time of peace or war on the rate that may 
be imposed. It merely limits tho degree 
of progression, without, however, requir- 
ing any progression whatsoever should 
Congress so elect.

proof that fluoridation of drinking 
water is harmful but that there is 
considerable evidence of its benefit. 


They told the 89th annual meet- 


ing of the Illinois State Dental 
Society that fluoridation of water 
supplies is an effective method of 
reducing tooth decay. 


Dr. 
Otto 
W. Branclliorst, 
St. 


Louis, president of the American 
Dental Association, said nearly 14 
million persons in 730 communities 
in 'this country now are drinking 
fluoridated water. 


"The small children growing up 


today in these areas will reach 
adulthood with two-thirds less den- 
tal decay than their elders," he 
said. 


Dr. James E. Mahoney, Wood 


River, 111., president of the state 
society, said opposition to fluorida- 
tion "is similar to that which 
marked enactment of the Pure 
Food and Drug Act. 


"To object on the grounds of an 


infringment on personal freedom 
is as inconsistent as to oppose-pro- 
tection of the public health on any 
other score," he said.
